If Way- 
zata is set real early in the spring, or the fall before, they will make quite a 
few runner plants. This variety is considered, however, a poor plant maker and 
this is the reason for them being priced higher than other everbearing varieties. 
100 days after the plants are set it is possible to count over 20 fruit stems, and 
more buds and blooms coming out. The plants will be loaded with ripe berries, 
green ones, blossoms, and buds all at the same time. 


Wayzata fruit shipped from this section during the summer and fall (1940), 
sold for $2.50 to $3.75 per 16-quart case.

Gem 
prefers a clay or a heavy sandy loam 
soil, where Wayzata and Mastodon 
do well on most any kind of soil. 
Gem also does best when grown in 
the hill system, so for best results 
keep all runners nipped off. The 
berries are large and smooth, and of 
a light red color, that ripen up even 
all around. Bears equally as heavy 
as Mastodon, and the berries get 
larger towards fall. Runner plants 
will bear as well as the mother plant. 
Gem is a good plant maker. Plants 
as a rule are smaller than Mastodon 
or Wayzata.
